Applicant suggests that the amendment does not raise any new issues requiring further search and/or consideration (Applicant's 
remarks, page 9, second paragraph). However, the examiner disagrees with this assertion, The claims presented by the proposed 
amendment expressly recite a new limitation requiring that the generator dictionary is a user-amendabl generator dictionary. For 
example, independent claim 1 would now recite, "a user amendable generator dictionary," and independent claim 14 would now recite, "a 
generator dictionary ... wherein the generator dictionary is designed to be amended by a user."
